The  Directors  have  now  to  lay  before  the  Trustees  the 
Medical  Report  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  1865,  with  an 
Abstract  of  their  Accounts,  which  have  been  duly  examined 
and  docqueted  by  the  Aiiditor.  By  the  former  it  appears 
that  the  number  of  patients  received  into  the  wards  was 
21 1,  that  the  daily  average  was  17,  and  that  the  number  of 
outdoor  patients  treated  in  the  waiting-room  and  surgery 
was  1287. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officers,  the 
Directors,  in  October,  appointed  Dr.  Alexander  Hamilton 
as  House-Surgeon,  in  room  of  Dr.  S.  Coull  Mackenzie, 
who,  to  their  regret,  then  resigned  the  appointment  on 
leaving  Edinburgh  for  London.     They  have  to  return

their  best  thanks  to  Dr.  Douglas  and  Dr.  Watson,  for 
their  valuable  services  as  Physician  and  Surgeon  to  the 
Hospital ;  and  also  to  Miss  Young,  the  Matron,  for  her 
efficient  superintendence  of  the  Household  and  Nursing 
Departments. 

The  Directors,  in  last  Report,  estimated  that  the  an- 
nual expense  of  keeping  open  the  two  wards,  containing 
24  beds,  would  be  from  £820  to  £850.  In  this  they 
have  been  nearly  correct,  for  the  expenditure  proper  to 
keeping  up  the  Hospital  has  been  £858 :  16  :  1.  The 
payment  of  some  old  accounts  connected  with  completing 
the  fabric  and  furnishing  of  the  Hospital,  amounting  to 
£30,  has  caused  the  expenditure  to  exceed  their  receipts 
by  £23  :  10 :  1.  But  in  estimating  for  the  year  now  cur- 
rent it  must  be  noted  that  during  1865  the  admissions 
were  for  some  months  restricted  to  1 8,  and  even  when  not 
so  restricted  rarely  exceeded  18  or  20. 

The  arrangement  with  the  Sick-Nurses  Training 
Society  was  not  found  to  work  well,  and  was  put  an  end 
to  in  August;  and  the  result  has  been  to  add  to  the 
expenditure  for  the  last  half  year,  increasing  therefore 
still  further  the  estimate  for  the  next  twelve  months.  For 
all  these  reasons  the  estimated  expense  for  the  year  now 
begun,  assuming  all  the  beds  to  be  filled,  will  be  not  under 
£900  (or  £37  : 10s,  per  bed),  besides  the  liquidation  of 
some  additional  accounts  for  completing  the  fabric  and 
furnishing  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Directors  append  to  this  Report  an  Abstract  of 
the  Accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Trust  for  the  year 
1865,  as  duly  examined  and  audited  by  Mr.  Macandrew, 
showing  a  surplus  of  revenue  to  the  amount  of  £183  :  4 :  9. 

It  is  satisfactory  that  a  portion  of  ground  at  the  head 
of  the  street  has  been  feued  for  an  annual  feu-duty  of  £20. 
Three  houses  have  been  built  upon  it,  and  it  is  hoped  this 
may  lead  to  further  feuing  in  the  street. 

The  Directors,  early  in  the  year,  received  two  dona- 
tions of  £100  each,  from  Lady  Caroline  Charteris  and  Miss 
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Eleanor  J.  Kinloch.  These  were  given  expressly  as  a 
memorial  of  the  late  Professor  Miller,  the  first  acting 
Surgeon  of  the  Hospital ;  and  the  Directors  have  accord- 
ingly ordered  a  Tablet  recording  their  donations  in  con- 
nection with  his  memory  to  be  suspended  in  the  Entrance 
Hall,  and  which  will  have  space  on  which  future  dona- 
tions may  be  recorded.  These  sums  have  in  the  meantime 
been  lodged  in  Bank  in  Deposit  Receipts. 

The  Directors  have  not  as  yet  been  able  to  form  a 
plan  for  opening  the  upper  wards  to  patients  paying  board 
as  suggested  in  last  Report,  and  approved  by  the  Trus- 
tees ;  but  they  are  keeping  this  subject  fully  in  view. 

They  would  again  suggest  the  propriety  of  the 
Treasurer  and  Trustees  changing  the  investment  of  the 
funds  so  as  to  secure  a  larger  income. 

The  Directors  who  retire  by  rotation  are  Messrs.  Tait 
and  Macpherson ;  but  the  latter  gentleman  was  appointed 
by  the  Directors  on  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Badenach 
Nicolson,  and  has  thus  held  oflSce  only  as  his  substitute, 
and  for  little  more  than  a  year.
